The Cheshire County Delegation met in Room 5, State House 
Annex, Wednesday, January 11, 1967 at 2 P. M. for the purpose 
of organizing. Rep. Pickett acted as temporary chairman and 
ealled for nominations for chairman of the delegation. The 
name of Rep. Heald was placed in nomination by Rep. Barker 
and seconded by Rep. Spitzh. There being no other nomina- 
tions, it was moved by Rep. Gutterson that the nominations be 
elosed. Rep. Pickett cast one ballot for Rep. Heald as chairman 
and called Chairman Heald to take the chair. 


Chairman Heald thanked the delegation for his election 
and for the confidence placed in him. He then ealled for 
nomination for clerk. Rep. Bennett nominated Rep Gutterson, 
Rep. Webster seconded the nomination. There being no other 
nominations, Rep. Allen moved that the nominations cease and 
- that the chairman cast one ballot for Rep. Gutterson as clerk.

Gentlemen: 


The annual report of the Cheshire County Home, Maple- 
wood Hospital, House of Correction and Jail is herewith sub- 
mitted. 


1967 saw several changes to our farm. One side of our dairy 
barn was remodeled to accommodate a larger milking herd, the 
milk room was finished and painted, the bunker silo was re- 
modeled and one piggery was remodeled into a new young 
stock area. This work was done completely by our own staff. 
The Hereford beef herd was eliminated and 16 new Registered 
Holsteins were added to the milking herd. 


Actual production D. H. I. A. average was: 
Dec. 1967 46.9 cows 14,830 milk 3.9% 555 lbs. fat 


Dec. 1966 36.3 cows 18,372 milk 3.8% 514 lbs. fat 


Commissioner Barrett’s assistance, advice and support on 
our farm program was deeply appreciated. 


All crops did well this past year. We were able to produce 
adequate amounts to supply the institution with plenty of fresh 
vegetables and ample to store and freeze for winter use. 


The whole institution was shocked and saddened by the 
sudden death of Al Boles, farm manager, in May. 


Extensive repairs were made on several of the roofs of 
the main building. The gravel packed well was redeveloped 
this fall. The Farm Manager’s and Herdsman’s cottages were 
completely redecorated. 


The hospital continued to operate at capacity. New Vene- 
tian blinds were installed in the annex. The drug room was 
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built and a part-time consultant Pharmacist added to the staff. 
A new linen and sewing room was made adjacent to the 
laundry. 


Many thanks to the churches, organizations and individ- 
uals for their interest and contributions to the institution. 
The clergy was most helpful with taking care of spiritual 
needs. The volunteer tutoring, for several in the house of cor- 
rection, was well accepted. This thoughtfulness adds tremend- 
ously to the well being of all. 


For the cooperation and patience of all county and state 
agencies we are indeed thankful. We sincerely are thankful for 
the cooperation and loyal support of our staff, without whom 
the institution could not prosper. The following is a list of 
staff members with 5 years or more of continuous service:

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REPORT OF THE COUNTY ATTORNEY 


1967 


The year 1967 was an active year for the Office of the 
County Attorney. There was a significant increase in the num- 
ber of cases handled by my office during the year. Tradi- 
tionally, the County Attorney is involved in the investigation 
and prosecution of various crimes committed within the County 
In addition, the County Attorney is the legal advisor to the 
County Commissioners and the County Delegation. However, 
there is one phase of my work which continues to cause me 
some concern. Requests for assistance in obtaining support 
from absentee parents to provide for their families has con- 
tinued to mount. This is strange in view of the fact that we are 
supposed to enjoying a “affluent society’’. 

I am also greatly concerned about the emotionally dis- 
turbed child or young adult who has been involved in the com- 
mission of a crime. Quite often the crime itself does not justify 
commitment of a penal institution, however because of the 
special problems of the disturbed child or adult, he cannot be 
permitted to remain completely free within our society. At the 
present time there are few places where such an individual can 
be placed outside of a penal institution, where society could be 
protected from him and where the individual himself could 
have a reasonable chance to make an adjustment to society. All 
too often, these individuals are committed to a penal institution 
and upon release continue to commit anti-social acts the vicious 
eircle begins anew. It would be my hope that sometime in the 
near future that a “halfway house” could be made available to 
those young adults having special problems or being first of- 
fenders where they could receive true rehabilitation. 

Again, during 1967 there has been an excellent working 
relationship between the various law enforcement agencies 
within the County. The men affiliated with these enforcement 
organizations have demonstrated that they are willing to adapt 
their methods of enforcement to conform with the prevailing 
and sometimes often difficult procedures relative to criminal 
investigations and arrests. These men have expended many 
more hours than anybody realizes in learning new methods in 
order to become more proficient in their profession. For this I 
commend them.

SHERIFF’S REPORT 


To the Honorable Board of County Commissioners and 
Citizens of Cheshire County: 

As Sheriff of Cheshire County I herewith submit my report 
for the year ending December 31, 1967. 

We have completed a second year of operation of the 
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Department with the Sheriff on salary. Observation has been 
made of a county which has a full time Sheriff's Department, 
including a Chief Deputy, and I believe at the next session of 
the General Court this system should be given some considera- 
tion for Cheshire County. 

The communication system, which includes the several 
receivers in our office and the aid of the County Dispatch 
Center which gives twenty-four hour services, has been greatly 
improved. It is now possible through this system for us to 
serve some over seventy mobile units and three base stations. 

During the past year this county as well as many other 
localities has been troubled with daylight burglaries of homes 
and summer places which are left unattended during the win- 
ter months. I would suggest that citizens secure their homes 
and summer cottages as much as possible and have routine 
checks made when they are away. In the event a burglary is 
discovered the law enforcement officers should be notified at 
once. 

To all law enforcement agencies, officials, and citizens, I 
wish to express my thanks and appreciation for the coopera- 
tion and assistance received throughout the year.

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FIRE MUTUAL AID SYSTEM 


To the Honorable Board of Commissioners, members of the 
County Delegation and the Voters of Cheshire County: 


It is with a great deal of pleasure that I submit my Annual 
Report. 


Although the number of fires reported to our Control Cen- 
ter increased to 1,108 in 1967 (1,063-1966) I feel sure if records 
were available the Fire Losses would show a marked reduc- 
tion. Part of the increase in calls is due to the increased num- 
ber of Towns that have installed Radio Tone equipment for 
the sounding of their Alarm devises with the initial call now 
being handled at the Dispatch Center (36 of 46 members). 


The full time Dispatch Center, Our Communications Net- 
work, Automatic Response of assisting departments to high 
value areas, pre-planned fire ground operations and the member 
Chiefs requesting Fire Mutual Aid assistance in the early stages 
of the fire all contribute greatly to the overall reduction of fire 
losses. (85 fires during 1967 that Mutual Aid Assistance res- 
ponded to in addition to automatic and pre-planned responses 
a total of 531 pieces of apparatus were dispatched to fulfill 
the requests. ) 


The Board of Underwriters, being made aware of the above 
facts, wrote a new requirement standard for Fire Mutual Aid 
Systems. We were able to meet these new standards therefore 
on October 1, 1967 an extension of limits was granted as fol- 
lows to all holders of fire insurance policies: “Southwestern 
N. H. District Fire Mutual Aid System has developed a satis- 
factory Mutual Aid System in Southwest New Hampshire. Un- 
der the basic Requirements for Recognition of Mutual Aid 
Systems, Towns in this area having recognized fire depart- 
ments participating fully in this Mutual Aid System are being 
eranted recognition of the Class E mileage limitation as fol- 
lows: E2 classifications in this area are being changed to K3, 
indicating that all properties within three miles of their res- 
pective fire departments are eligible for class E rates. 
In addition, recognition is permitted across Town bound- 
ries or corporate limits in the following manner: Any of the 
class H3 fire departments stations are available to properties 
located within three miles of such stations provided the prop- 
erties involved are in a Class E83 Community.” 
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The excellent cooperation between the member Fire Depart- 
ments, and the County Delegation, who over the past few 
Years have voted funds to promote the advancement of this 
System can be proud of the fact that this Fire Mutual Aid Sys- 
tem was the first in the Nation to receive this recognition from 
the Board of Underwriters. 


The destruction by fire of local Industry often results in 
the loss of the Industry to the Community. Early detection of 
fire, boiler failure, freezeups, vandalism ete. would reduce loss- 
es in industrial and commercial establishments as well as pro- 
tect the livelihood of the work forces of our area. Following 
many meetines The National Board of Underwriters allowed 
the placement of ‘‘Central Station Supervisory equipment” in 
the Dispatch Center. Another first in the Nation, permission 
to combine Central Station equipment and Municipal, Fire 
Alarm in the same operations center. A contract agreement 
was reached with Granite State Alarm Co., of Manchester, 
N. H., to make available to our area full supervisory service 
with the alarm receivers to be placed in the Dispatch Center 
where upon receipt of an alarm the dispatcher on duty will im- 
mediately notify the appropriate forces to respond. Granite 
State Alarm, in this case the Contractor, will supply all of the 
equipment, handle the maintenance and testing and will, in 
addition, pay to Fire Mutual Aid a percentage of the annual 
rates for handling the ealls. 


This payment to us for services rendered will become a 
major source of income and help reduce the amount of appro- 
priation requested of the County. Installation of the receiver 
equipment was completed late in 1967 and subscriber installa- 
tions are expected early in 1968. 


Our Dispatchers handled some 85,000 telephone ealls dur- 
ing 1967 as well as in excess of 60,000 radio calls. The telephone 
ealls include emergency, non-emergency, and requests for 
various types of information. Included in the radio transmis- 
sions are daily and weekly tests. It should be noted that since 
the creation of the Dispatch Center as an emergency operations 
Center which now includes handling of Communications for the 
County Sheriff’s Department, all town Police units as well as 
some Ambulance services. The Police Communications network 
has expended from approximately six mobile units in 1962 to 
72 units at the close of 1967. Although the emphasis is on 
Fire Service probably in excess of 50% of our service is now 
received by the Police forces of the County. Truly a service 
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broadened to serve the people of our area in every phase of 
emergency Service as is possible. 


The success of this Department would not be possible with- 
out the services of dedicated Dispatchers, the cooperation of 
the Fire Chiefs and their members, The County Sheriff and 
town Police Forces, County Commissioners and their office 
staff to whom I am most grateful.
